PURPOSE OF GIFT FOR WASHING- 
TON INSTITUTION OUTLINED. 


Magnate Reveals His Plans and Out- 
lines Work Intended to Be Accom- 
plished — Incorporators Select and 
Name Board ot Trustees, Choosing 
Many Leading Men — Endowment 


Fund Will Be Donated in the Form . 


of Five Per Cent Bonds. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—Official an- 
nouncement was made today of the Board of 
Trustees of the Carnegie Institution, which 


has been incorporated here under the $10,- 


000,000 gift of Andrew Carnegie. 


In requesting the various trustees to be- | 
| come 


members of the board Mr. Carnegie 
outlined the purpose of the gift and an- 
nounced it will be in 5 per cent bonds. This 
is referred to in a single sentence, as follows: 

“It is the purpose of Mr. Carnegie to 
transfer 810,000, 000 in 5 per cent bonds to the 
Board of Trustees.“ 


Purpose of the Gift. 
Mr. Carnegie’s purpose, as stated by him- 
self, is as follows: 
“It is prpposed to found in the City of 
Washington, in the spirit of Washington, 


of institutions now or hereafter established, 
there or elsewhere, shall, in the broadest 
and most liberal manner, encourage investi- 
gation, research, and discovery; encourage 
the application of knowledge to the im- 
provement of mankind; provide such build- 
ings, laboratories, books, and apparatus as 
may be needed; and afford instruction of an 
advanced character to students whenever 
and wherever: found, inside or outside of 
schools, properly qualified to profit thereby. 
Among its aims are these: 

First. To increase the efficiency of the 
universities and other institutions of learn- 
ing throughout the country, by utilizing and 
adding to their existing facilities, and by 
aiding teachers in the various institutions 
for experimental and other work in these 
institutions as far as may be advisable. 

To Aid Exceptional Men. 

„Second To discover the exceptional man 
in every department of study, whenever and 
wherever found, and enable him by financial 
aid to make the work for which he seems 
specially designed his life work. 

Third—-TO promote original research, 
paying great attention thereto, as being one 
of the chief purposes of this institution.

Fifth—To enable such students as may 
find Washington the best point for theirs 
cial studies to avail themselves of such 
vantages as may be open to them in the 
museums, libraries, laboratories, observa- 
tory, meteorological, piscatorial, and fores- 
try schools and kindred institutions of the 
several departments of the government.

Another alleged modern Fagin has come 
to light in the person of Joe Bernstein, alias 
“Lefty,” alias “New York,” a prisoner at 
the Harrison Street Police Station. Nine 
boys, whose ages range from 8 to 12 years, 
are confessed pupils of the man in the art of 
thievery. Benny Snyder, 15 years old, who. 
says he is Bernstein’s first lieutenant, is de- 
tained at the Juvenile Home. 

Warrants for the arrest of Bernstein, who 
is 18 years old, and the Snyder boy were 
taken out by W. L. Bodine, Superintendent of 
Compulsory Education, after he had heard 
the joint confessions of the nine boys on 
Wednesday afternoon. Detectives Anderson 
and Zimmer found the suspects early yes- 
terday morning in a saloon in Jefferson 
street, near Twelfth. 

A revolver was found fn Bernstein’s pocket, 
and the weapon will play an important part 
in court when the case comes to trial. Itis 
the weapon with which, according to the 
statements of the nine boys, he compelled 
them toenter stores and steal under penalty 
of their lives. At least four of the boys told 
Superintendent Bodine that Bernstein had 
held the revolver to their heads and threat- 
ened to shoot them if they refused to sate 
his orders. 

All Are Ghetto Boys. 

All of the boys are residents of the Ghetto 
and have been enrolled among the pupils 
of the Foster School. They are of the same 
type, and in several instances neighbors of 
the boys over whom Captain Jim Kolian, 
now in the Pontiac reformatory, ruled not 
long ago. Some of them know Solly ”’ 
Cohen, the 10-year-old incorrigible who be- 
longed to the Kolian gang and who will ap- 
pear before. Judge Tuthill today for the 
fourth time in twelve months to answer to 
the charge of ptealing:’ The names, ages, 
confessed. against Bernstein are:

The charge on which Bernstein was ar- 
rested was assault and battery, based on the 
statements of the boys while they were in the 
office of Superintendent Bodine. They had 
been rounded up by Truant Officer Cappa- 


| relli. Two of them had been caught in the 


act of stealing in the store of L. Klein, Hal- 
sted and Fourteenth streets. 


Tell of Threats to Kill. 

It did not take long for Superintendent 
Bodine and Truant Officer Capparelli to con- 
vince the youngsters that Bernstein, if 
guilty, would be punished most severely, and 
their tongues loosened as if by magic. 

“He put a big gun right into my ear,” 
said Robert Patrick, and said if I didn't 
go in and get some of the stuff he would 
croak me.“ 

„Once he pushed the gun right against 
my stomach, an’ I thought it was all off with 
Charlie,“ was the way Charles Silberman 
described his experience with Bernstein. 

„He's a ‘kip-out,’" explained Moses 
Meyer, which to Moses means a person with- 
out home or visible means of support. 

It was learned from the boys that their 
operations were confined to stores exclu- 
sively. They had been instructed by Bern- 
stein, they said, how to work in pairs and 
‘singly, how to take articles from counters 
without attracting attention, and how toget 
away from a store after stealing goods.

None had ever attempted to pick a pocket 


nor steal lead pipe and brass, as Captain ’’ 
Jim Kollan's pupils had been instructed. 

According to the confessions of the boys 
they had stolen from Marshall Field & Co., 
the Fair, A. M. Rothschild & Co., the Boston 
Store, L. Klein & Co., Siegel, Cooper & Co., 
and Philips Bros. They also took trivial 
articles from nearly every small store in the 
district in which they live. This was for 
practice.“ 

Cash for Stolen Goods. 

The boys say they turned all of their steal - 
ings over to Bernstein, who disposed of 
them in some manner, giving them money in 
return. The police ate now looking for the 
„ fence where Bernstein is supposed to 
have sold the goods. 


Bernstein is said to have come to Chicago 


two years ago from New Tork City. The 
Maxwell street police have been nenn 
him for some time. 

Confessions might not have been obtained 
but for the fact that several of the boys re- 
belied on New Year’s day against Bern- 
stein’s employment of a revolver to keep 
them under submission. Robert Patrick and 
Charles Silberman were the leaders in the 
revolt, and to appease them Bernstein is 
said to have promised he would take them to 
New York, where they could make “a lot 
of money.“ 

“ The department of compulsory education 
is striking at the causes of truancy in the ar- 
rest of such characters as Bernstein,” said 
Superintendent Bodine, ‘‘ Nine-tenths of the 
truants are under the guidance and influence 
of older heads, and we must get after the 
Fagins if we would protect our school chil- 
dren.”

Tiflis STORY OF HIS FALL 


ONE TIME GOVERNOR OF SOUTH 
CAROLINA SENT TO PRISON. 


Franklin J. Moses, Convicted of Fraud 
and Theft, Relates His Life History 
in Court—Sen of a Chief Justice and 
Once High in Affairs of Nation, He 
Now Confesses to Being an Opium 
Fiend and Confidence Man—Hoisted 
Confederate Flag at Fort Sumter. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 9.—{Special.}—Frank- 
lin J. Moses, once Governor of South Caro- 
lina and twice Speaker of the South Carolina 
House, was today sentenced in the municipal 
court to serve four months at Deer Island for 
fraud and theft. 

Moses was charged with giving a check 
for $50 in paymant for an overcoat on a South 
Carolina bank in which it wags learned the 
ex-Governor had no funds. It was further 
charged that Moses had pawned the coat. In 
his defense the ex-Governor said that at the 
time of giving the check he believed he had 
money in the bank. When he learned that 
he had not, he said, that, feeling that the 
coat was unpaid for, he put it in a safe place 
till funds should be forthcoming to meet his 
obligations. 


Tells Story of His Downfall. 

Before sentence was passed the ex-Gov- 
ernor requested permission to address the 
court. For about an hour he gave an im- 
passioned review of his life. He told of the 
ignominy and shame he had felt because of 
the things newspapers had printed of him. 
His fall from honor, he declared, was due to 
use of opium and morphine. In 1872 he said 
he was driven by social ostracism to seek 
relief in morphine. From that drug he went 
to opium, until in New York he became an 
inmate of one of the vilest dens in the city. 

Then he committed his first crime, for 
which he was sentenced te prison. Prison 
life weaned him from the drug, but his 
physical and moral downfall had been ac- 
complished and today he declared he is left 
old and palsied at the age of 61. 

In the story he told it developed he is 61 
years old and was born in South Carolina. 
His father was Chief Justice of the State, 
and he was the only son. He first came into 
note as the man who hoisted the confeder- 
ate flag over Fort Sumter after the Stars 
and Stripes had been hauled down, and 
after Sumter he served tn the confederate 
army. 

After the close of the civil war Moses was 
one of the first to take the oath of allegiance. 
. He was Speaker of the South Carolina House 
for two years, and then was Governor for 
the same length of time. While Governor 
he so incensed the people of his State by his 
acts that he was several times compelled to 
call out troops to save himself from violence 
at the hands of mobs. He was removed from 
office, and was no sooner out of the Gov- 
ernor’s chair than he began the career of 
confidence man and swindler which stretch- 
es over thirty years and covers many States. 


Known Unfavorably in New York. 

New York, Jan. 9.—({Special.]—Franklin 
J. Moses was arrested in 1882 for a confidence 
game and recogniged then as the former 
Governor of South Carolina. His portrait 
was taken for the rogues’ gallery at that 
time, and ig still to be found in the New 
Tork bureau as No. 676. Moses is tall and 
spare,, with a drooping gray mustache and 
iron gray hair, and bluish gray 
eyes. His appearan and carriage 
helped him to impose upon professional 
men by representing himself as a physician 
or lawyer temporarily stranded away from 
home and seeking funds with which to re- 
turn. At Washington in November, 1900, 
he secured sums of money from several 
physicians by representing himself as Dr. 
Walter P. Porcher, a physician of prom- 
inence in South Carolina. Among the men 
thus swindled was Dr. A. R. Shands, secre- 
tary of the Committee of Arrangements of 
the American Congress of Physicians, then 
in session there. Dr. Shands notified the 
American Medical association, which sent 
out notices with descriptions of the man, 
and when he was arrested a month later in 
New York the police there recognized him 
as the man wanted in Washington. 


Served Sentence in Washington. 

He was charged with swindling Dr. Will- 
fam M. Polk and Dr. William George W. 
Jarman of New York by representing himself 
of Dr. William A. Ferguson, a physician, 
who had lost all his possessions in the Gal- 
veston disaster. This charge was droppedin 
order that Moses might be requisitioned to 
the District of Columbia for trial on the 
charges against him there, and with his sen- 
tence at Washington he was lost sight of 
until he turned up in Boston as an opium 
fiend and thief. 


RACE OFSNOBSAPERIL 
FOR EVANSTON, SAYS COE. 


Northwestern Instructor, in Attacking 
New Ordinance, Says the North Shore 
City Is in Need of Toilers. 


“There is danger to Evanston in her ex- 
clustveness, and unless factories are lo- 
cated here the sons of the present citizens 
will grow up to be snobs, declared Professor 
George E. Coe of the department of mental 
and moral philosophy of Northwestern Uni- 
versity last night. He spoke before a meet- 
ing of Evanston citizens called to discuss the 
anti-facorty ordinance. 

I want to see factories in Evanston for 
their effect on the morale of the town,” 
Professor Coe continued. This is a resi- 
dence city, but it would be a better residence 
city if there were more laborers’ homes init. 

“The men who live here now have made 
their own fortunes, but unless their sons 
come in contact with laboring men they will 
become warped in their social view and mis- 
take the purpose of existence. 

Alderman Stow saw in the factories an 
influence for the good that ranked only sec- 
ond to the T. M. C. A. in his estimation. He 
was sure the factories would instill new life 
into Evanston. 

Ex-Alderman J. F. Scott said it was a ques- 
tion of factories or more jails for the rising 
general generation, and Dr. A. H. Parker said 
he would as soon have a factory next door 
to his house as a church and a clanging bell. 

Frank R. Grover declared that the fac- 
tories would lower the tax rate in Evanston 
and Judge Joseph McCallum attacked the 


validity of the new ordinance.

HAVOC WITH NEW MANTLES. 


Electrician Ellicott Faces a Problem 
Which Grows Out of a Discovery 
That a Club, When Brought Into Vig- 
lent Contact with a Lamp Post, Can 
Produce Darkness—Property Rights 
on the River Front Brought Into 
Question. 


How to harmonize the destructive in- 
stincts of the average small boy with the 
fragile character of the incandescent burn- 
ers lately put on the street lamps is a prob- 
lem that is worrying City Electrician Elli- 
cott. 

Shortly after the new burners were in- 
stalled some youngster of an investigating 
turn of mind discovered that by hitting a 
lamp post a sharp blow with a heavy club 
the mantle for the incandescent burner could 
be jolted out of place so as to be useless. It 
was too good a secret to keep, and soon the 
information spread throughout the city. 
As a result a goodly proportion of the burn- 
ers have been out of order ever since. 

“When we installed the burners,” said 
Mr. Ellicott yesterday, we made the mis- 
take of overlooking the small boy in our 
calculations, As a result over 8 per cent of 
the lamps have been useless, and as fast as 
one is repaired another is in trouble. The 
small boy with the slungshot is a terror also. 
He attacks any kind of a light, whether gas 
or electric. The damage done on Halloween 
amounted to 83,000.“ 


River Lands an Issue. 

In line with the effort to restore to the 
city its lost streets, Corporation Counsel 
Walker has begun an investigation of the 
alleged encroachments of the Pennsylvania 
railroad company on the dock line of the 
river front near Jackson boulevard and at 
Adams stréet. For more than ten years the 
railroad exacted $1,500 annually from the 
city for allowing it to swing the Adams 
street and Jackson boulevard bridges over 
this strip of land on the west side of the 
river. * 7 

Controller Kerfoot, when in office, refused 
to make the payment, and the road sued 
for two years’ rental,“ or $8,000. Subse- 
quently it dropped the case. Now Mr. 
Walker is seeking to prove that the strip of 
land in question is really the city’s property.

‘ONE CENT FOR THE CITY. 

It has been determined that the city is 
to collect in general taxes only $4,860,000 
to defray its expenditures during the last 
year. If the revenue law and the assess- 
ments remain as they are, which is quite 
likely, the revenue of the city obtained from 
the taxation of property will not be ma- 
terially increased for some years to come. 
It is evident, therefore, that other sources 
of revenue must be discovered or it will be 
impossible to carry on the municipal gov- 
ernment. As the city grows more firemen 
and policemen must be employed. More 
money has to be t in cleaning streets 
and alleys if the public health is to be pro- 
tected, 

An arrangement with the traction com- 
panies by which fares shall remain at 5 
cents, but one-fifth of each fare shall be 
paid into the City Treasury, will give the 
municipality a large andincreasing revenue, 
which will be collected with ease and with- 
out cost to it, The money thus obtained can 
be used for any legitimate municipal pur- 
poses now insufliciently provided for. There 
are many such purposes. Even if a few 
years hence the revenue derived from direct 
taxes shall increase materially, the city still 
will need the money coming to it from the 
street railroads, and will be no more willing 
to relinquish it than it is that obtained 8 § 
the saloons. 

The 5-cent rate will not be unjust to the 
users of the street cars, considering the long 
distances traveled here and the better fa- 
cilities which the traction companies are to 
be compelled to furnish. There are cities 
like Cleveland, Toledo, and Glasgow where 
low rates are charged, but the conditions are 
different from those existing here. In mat- 
ters of this kind each city is a law unto 
itself, In Washington six rides are sold 
for a quarter of a dollar, but there the 
companies are comparatively free from 
other forms of taxation. 

As the 5-cent fare will not be in itself 
excessive, the persons who use the street 
cars should not object to the diversion of a 
fraction of that fare to the City Treasury. 
The streets on which car tracks are laid 
do not belong to them alone but to the whole 
people, who are entitled to some compensa- 
tion for the special use of streets occupied 
by traction companies whenever that oc- 
cupancy interferes with their general use. 
There is such an interference. The per- 
manent roadways which these companies 
maintain obstruct ordinary traffic of all 
kinds, and even interfere. with the free 
movement of pedestrians. Those who use 
the cars most are least entitled to compensa- 
tion on account of this interference, and, 
therefore, cannot complain of an arrange- 
ment whereby the compensation received 
from the companies is expended for some 
good municipal purpose and hence for the 
good of all. 

It has been suggested that the traction 

companies be required to sell tickets with 
six rides for a quarter of a dollar, to be 
used only during the “rush hours.” Aside 
from the fact that the 5-cent rate is low 
enough when good service is given, this 
position it carried out would mean a 
congestion of travel during the rush 
hours.” The people who now go home be- 
fore 5 o’clock to escape the crowd would 
wait until after 5 in order to get the benefit 
of the reduced rate. No matter how many 
ears were pressed into service they would 
be overcrowded beyond endurance. 
It is most desirable that there should 
be no unnecessary delays in reaching an 
agreement with the traction companies, so 
that Chicagoans may get decent service, 
which they are far from getting now, and 
the city may get that additional revenue of 
which it is in great need. | 


“OHARITY BEGINS AT HOME.” 

Last week's Codperation has an article 
which is of great interest to every Cook 
County taxpayer. It is on The Cost of 
Non-Resident Dependents,” and it discusses’ 
a question which has its financial, as well as 
its sociological, aspect. This question has 
been noticed in Tum Trisune from time 
to time and public attention has been called 
to the unfortunate results of the Cook Coun- 
ty policy of receiving and supporting all 
dependent persons who are sent here from 
other communities, | 

Unless Chicago wishes to undertake the 
care of all the dépendents of the middle 
West, this policy has nothing to recommend 
it. In the first place, it is based on a false 
principle: every community ought to take 
care of its own poor, sick, and insane. In 
the second place, it costs too much; and 
this is the point on which the article in Co- 
operation gives the public some informa- 
tion that is rather startling, but extremely 
instructive, 

To begin with, the proportion of non- 
resident dependents to resident dependents 
is exactly ascertained by means of a state- 
ment from Dr. W. H. Hunter, who is Coun- 
ty Physician. It appears that an average 
of 25 per cent of all persons admitted to 
the county institutions is composed of non- 
residents.” This statement would in itself 
be enough to condemn the whole system. 
But when one goes on to estimate the ac- 
tual cost of supporting this 25 per cent of the 
total number of dependents in the county 
institutions, one’s condemnation is mingled 
with surprise that the county should have 
endured the burden so long. There are in 
the County Insane Asylum, the County 
‘Poorhouse, which includes the consumptive 
hospital, and the County Hospital, ‘a total 
of 8,800 inmates. Of these, according to 
Dr. Hunter’s statement, 950 are non-resi- 
dents, 

The cost of supporting these non-residents 
can easily be calculated because it is known 
that the cost of supporting on inmate is 28 
cents a day at Dunning and 98 cents a 
day at the County Hospital, Applying these 
figures one finds that Cook County’s non- 
resident policy means every year an ex- 
penditure of $148,000. 42 

Besides, this is not the whole story. The 
insane asylum, because of its being so over- 
crowded, which is due im large part to the 
non-residents, is about to erect new build-. 
ings. The expense connected with these 
buildings will again illusttmte the financial 
meaning of the open door des. 

Such are the facts in the case, or, rather, in 
part of the case. The figures given do not 
coneern themselves with that large body of 
dependents who come to Chicago and sub- 
sist on private charity whtil.they have been 
in the city long enough to acquire legal resi- 
dence. But even if nothing be said about 
such persons enough has been said about 
certain others to make it clear that the coun-

CUBA NEEDS IMMEDIATE AID. 

Secretary Root has sent to Congress dis- 
patches received from the officers of Boards 
of Trade and other commercial bodies in 
Cuba praying for the immediate conces- 
sion of lower duties on sugar and tobacco. 
“It is urgent,” says one dispatgh, “for 
Cuban products are threatened with im- 
mediate ruin.“ It is impossible to wait,” 
says another dispatch, for the formation 
of a constitutional government for Cuba 
to give attention to the economic needs of 
the country.” According to another dis- 
patch if the absolute ruin of the sugar in- 
dustry is not averted by tariff concessions 
disorder and violence will eusue. 

These appeals, strong. enough in them- 
selyes to warrant speedy action, are rein- 
forced by the renewed assurances of Gen- 
eral Wood that the duties on Cuban sugar 
and tobacco will have to be lowered in order 
to enable the Cubans to live. It may be

The prospect for “ immediate” action ts | 


not good. Next week the Committee on 
Ways and Means will begin bearings on 
the question of a reduction of sugar and 
tobacco duties.

The junior Senator from Illinois is quoted 


as saying that he is receiving a lot of letters 
from people who do not want rural free de- 
livery extended, and even want it abolished 
where it bas gone into effect. They have

PERM T CENSUS BUREAU. 

Governor Merriam’s plea for a permanent 
census office in the January North Ameri- 
can once more calls attention prominently 
to a want that has been long felt. Every 
man who has had charge of the federal cen- 
eus since the civil war has, as a result of 
his experience, come to the conclusion that 
the work cannot be properly and econom- 
ically accomplished while the wasteful prac- 
tice continues of creating the office force 
out of raw material every ten years, and, 
after spending much time and money upon 
its organization and training, disbanding 
it as soon as the reports have been pub- 
lished. General Francis A. Walker, Mr. 
Robert P. Porter, and Colonel Carroll D. 
Wright have urged action vigorously, and

precedent established by them. 

The arguments of American census di- 
rectors are strongly supported by the re- 
sults of European experience, which has 
shown how far a slender appropriation can 
be made to go when in the hands of trained 
officials and a well-organized clerical force. 
To these lessons of experience in favor of 
& permanent bureau are added the opinions 
of our foremost academic statisticians and 
of the learned societies that are interested 
in good census work because they are con- 
sumers of the census product. 

- Opposed to this array of expert opinion 
almost nothing is found on the other side. 
Indeed, it would be difficult to find another 
public question upon which the discussion 
is so one-sided. This is not because the 
opposition to a permanent census office is 
weak, but because it is actuated chiefly by 
motives that cannot be openly declared, It 
is feared by many Congressmen that should 
the census office take its place beside the 
pension and the patent offices within the 
Department of the Interior as a regularly 
maintained bureau it could not long be kept 
out of the clutches of the civil service, So 
many of the government employés in Wash - 
ington have already been placed under the 
classified service, rules that the patronage 
within the gift of a member of Congress is no 
longer great. Places in the census office con- 
> stitute a considerable portion of what still 
remains, and in proportion as the Congress- 


man’s hold upon the other departments has 


been shaken his grip upon the census office 
The best way to accomplish the reform 
which every competent authority regards 
as highly desirable is to make public the 
real nature of this silent but determined op- 
position. Whatever may be its standing 
in the Capitol, civil service is strong with 
the people. If the Congressman knows that 
his constituents know thut a vote against 
the establishment of a permanent census 
office is really a vote against the extension 
of the merit syatem and for the retention of 
personal patronage, he will speedily face 
about when the yeas and nuys are called 
for and record himself, however unwilling- 
ly, on the side that has the approval of 
publig opinion, 85 
The merits of the question are clear. The 
one thing needful is to persuade Represen- 
tatives that the people will watch their 


votes and understand what opposition | 


means. If this be done it will not be un- 
reasonable to hope for the enactment of a 
Congress.

MR. DUBBE’S PROGRAM STUDY CLASS. 


Never before have I known Mr. Dubbe to 
be so illuminating as yesterday. He made 
everything so clear that the stupidest of the 
class could follow every explanation with 
the utmost ease. Schubert’s Unfinished 
Symphony the composition discussed. 

“It is called the Unfinished Symphony.“ 
said Mr. Dubbe, because Schubert never 
finished it. He wrote it at a café one after- 
noon, while waiting for a friend The friend 
was half an hour late, and in that space 
Schubert was able to write only two of the 
four movements. The original score has 
some coffee stains on the first page. In his 
excitement the composer overturned his cof- 
fee. On his way home a motif for another 
symphony popped into his head, and the one 
begun in the café was never finished. 

What you will notice especially about 
this composition are the sudden key changes, 
so characteristic of Schubert. Let us glance 
at the lovely andante. It opens in the key of 
E major, which has nothing in common with 
the key of the first movement, B minor. The 
first ten measures are devoted to tonic, dom- 
inant seventh, and subdominant; then en- 
ters a supertonic seventh chord, which is the 
subdominant of the relative minor key, andis 
a part of the authentic close by means of 
which Schubert modulates into C sharp 
minor. You follow me?” 

“Yes, indeed, chorused the class. 

„Nothing could be clearer," said Mrs. Givu 
A. Payne. 

„% Two measures of this key; then back 
again into the original.

„% From the eighteenth to the thirty-sixth 
measures the composer shows what he can 
do with the three primary chords, in twenty- 
six crossing the modulatory bridge into the 
original key with a new keynote or key- 
stone. Every bridge has a keystone. In 
thirty-seven witness a startling modulation 
into the key of the dominant, one of those 
modulations that made his reputation for 
abrupt transition. It is interesting to study 
this device, which had been attempted be- 
fore Schubert. e raises the third of the 
supertonic, whith then becomes the leading 
tone of the new key, and a new chord is 
formed, the dominant of the new key.“

In the twentieth measure of the syncopat- 
ed episode there is a change from C sharp 
major to D flat major. It is supposed that 
Schubert wearied of so many sharps, though 
some writers contend that, as he was him- 
self an indifferent performer, he disliked to 
play in sharps, and just at this place felt 
sympathy for the musicians that would have 
to play the piece. Personally I take little 
stock in this theory, as Schubert returns to 
the sharp keys shortly afterward,” 

When the class had gone I asked Mr. Dubbe 
whether anybody had attempted to finish 
the symphony. He informed me that he 
himself had done so, and played the con- 
cluding movements.

EASTERN LINES WILL ADHERE TO 
ANTI-PASS AGREEMENT. 


Announcement Made Officially That the 
Exchange of These Favors Between 
Companies Will Be Discontinued— 
President Fish Confirms Report That 
Grain Exports of This Country Are 
Decreasing — New Burlington Com- 
pany Leasing Properties from Old. 


It is officially announced that the Eastern 
trunk lines will adhere to their agreement to 
discontinue the exchange of passes with other 
railroad companies. 

In the Central Traffic association territory 
—that is, between Chicago, St. Louis, Pitts- 
burg, and Buffalo—difficulty ie being found 
in securing the operation of all the roads, 
and it is probable that the agreement will be 
so modified that lines in this territory may 
exchange passes in a limited way. In antici- 
pation of such action the Wabash has ex- 
tended its annual passes for 1901 until Jan. 
81. The same course was taken recently by 
the Big Four road. i 

The trunk lines’ executive officers say there 
is little doubt that the anti-pass agreement 
will be enforced by the roads in all sections 
of the country next year. | i

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rall- 
way company of Iowa has leased all of the 
properties of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quiticy railroad company in Missouri for a 
period of years, the consideration being 
$12,800,000. Similar action will be taken in 
a few days as regards the properties of the 
old B gton railroad company in Illinois, 
lowa, nnesota, Nebraska, and other 
States. The new company will operate all 
the properties as a unit.

The Minneapolis and St. Louis has sold to 
the Northern Pacific the road running from 
Minneapolis to a junction with the White 
Bear line of the Northern Pacific, near Lake 
Shore station. The line is fifteen miles long.

VOTE FOR PRACTICAL STUDIES. 
High School Council Favors Commer- 


At a meeting of the high school council, 
representing the faculties of all high schools 
in the city, at the Board of Dducation rooms 
yesterday, a vote was taken on the question 
of giving practical training as well as clas- 
sical education, Votes had been taken in the 


- fifteen high schools and the delegates to the 


council were instructed to represent their 
schools. The vote,was unanimously in the 
affirmative on the first of the questions: 
„Should the high schools try to meet the 
demand for a practical education 

On the other phases of the question dis- 
cussed there was little difference of opin- 
ion. Only three schools voted against man- 
ual training in all the schools in addition 
to commercial studies. The continuation of 
the present commercial courses in the high 
schools after the first year rather than a 
central commercial high school received only 
four negative votes. 

The question of night schools is regarded 
as finally settled, and applicants who wish 
to register for attendance will .be turned 
away. C. P. Meegan, superv of night 
schools, says: 

It ts difficult for the foreigner to find 
any chance to learn the language without 
cost except in the night schools, and this 
will prove quite a blow. Last year.the aver- 
age attendance was 4.771.“

TAMP collectors will be astonished to 
find that the new Italian postal and 
revenue stamps just issued to the pub- 
lic are adorned with an eagle with 
outstretched wings bearing a strange 

resembjance to the heraldic eagle of Prussia 
and of Em r William, and they will be 
tempted to lieve that King Victor Em- 


manuel has adopted new armorial bear- 


ings, and that, following the example of the 
United States, the now defunct French Em- 
pire, the kingdom of Prussia, and the em- 
pires of Germany, of Austria, and of Russia 
he has selected the eagle as the heraldic bird 
most fitted to represent the kingdom of 
united Italy. 2 

This is, however, a mistake, The appear- 
ance of the single-headed eagle on the new 
Italian stamps and coins does not indicate 
any adoption by Victer Emmanuel of new 
heraldic emblems. The eagle, with extended 
wings, and holding in its extended talons a 
serpent, was in times gone by the armorial 
device of the senior branch of the House 
of Savoy, indeed, of the founder of the dynas- 
ty—namely: the Count of Piedmont, Prince 
of Achaja and of Morea, and in using the 
heraldic bird in question for his stamps and 
coins, King Victor Emmanuel has merely 
revived the most ancient of all the armorial 
devices of his house.

We have heard a good deal lately about 
the kidmaping, or attempted abduction, of 
the President of one of the South American 
republics, and everybody will recall the sen- 
sationd] abduction of Prince Alexander of 
Bulgaria, who, having displeased the late 
Czar, was seized at night in his own palace at 
Sofia by officers of his bodyguard, who had 
been corrupted with Muscovite gold, and was 
carried off into Russia, where he was kept 
a prisoner for several days before expostu- 
lations on the part of the foreign powers 
led to his release. 

A somewhat similar instance has just been 
brought to light in connection with the re- 
organization of Manchuria. It seems that 
some years ago a colony of adventurers re- 
cruited from every nation in the world, in- 
cluding the United States, established itself 
on Chinese territory, bordering on the River 
Amoor, attracted by the richness of the gold 
fields. The Chinese government made no ef- 
fort to molest them, and in course of time, 
realizing the necessity of some sort of gov- 
ernment, they evolved a regular system of 
administration on republican lines with a 
President at its head, in the shape of a young 
Roumanian of the name of Vassi, who had 
spent some years as clerk in one of the great 
shipping firms at Odessa. 


The Russian government did not relish this | 


establishment of a republic on its borders, 
and after having endeavored in vain to in- 
duce the Pekin government to send am army 
against the republic, which had its capital 
at Ignashina, procéeded to deal with it in its 
own characteristic fashion. 

The Governor General of eastern Siberia 
sent his principal] aid-de-camp, Prince Witt- 
genstein, to Ignashina, inviting the President 
of the republfc to visit him at Blagovest- 


) schensk for the purpose of conferring upon 


matters of state, especially with regard to 
the conclusion of treaties of commerce and 
of extradition between the Czar’s govern- 
ment and the republic. 

President Vassi crossed the river to Blag- 
ovestschensk. It is hardly necessary for me 
to add that he never returned. 

The republic was wiped out of existence 
during the recent troubles in China, and 
its territory, like the remainder of that por- 
tion of China, is now in the possession of 
Russia. What became of the American mem- 
bers of that republic will, perhaps, never be 
known. They were mostly adventurers, and 
in many cases men who were not in the 
least anxious to invite the attention of the 
authorities of their native land. 


It is strange that the resignation by Dr. 
Weldon of the Bishopric of Calcutta, which 
is the metropolitan see of India, in order to 
accept the immeasurably lower dignity of 
a canon at Westminster, should have at- 
tracted so little attention and protest on 
the part of the missionary societies in Eng- 
land, as well as here. It is not for the sake 
of his failing health that the Bishop of Cal- 
cutta, who was formerly Headmaster of Har- 
row, has resigned For he is a man of mag- 
nificent physique. But he has been forced 


out of the primacy of British India by the 


Anglo-Indian government, which took ex- 
ception to his too vigorous championship of 
the missionary cause in India. Indeed, the 
Bishop actually went so far as to assail the 
government, and especially its system of 
public education, for neglecting to promote 
the interests of Christianity and of the mis- 
sionary cause. 

Now, ever since the Indian mutiny in 1857, 
the British government has studiously re- 
frained from giving any countenance to 
Christian missionary work in that great Ori- 
ental dependency. It has observed a policy 
of complete religious equality and neutrality. 
It has accorded the same privileges and 
protection to native faiths as to the various 
Christian denominations, and by this entire 
absence of anything resembling a proselytiz- 
ing by the state has managed to win the 
confidence not only of the natives but like- 
wise of their clergy. 

The Bishop of Calcutta’s outspoken abuse 
of this policy, which he characterized as the 
„promotion of atheism,“ had the effect of 
creating such a popular ferment throughout 
the length and breadth of India that the au- 
thorities, remembering that the great mutiny 
of 1857 had originated with a belief that their 
religions were in peril, insisted on his leav- 
ing for England and upon his resigning his 
primacy of the Anglican Church in India. 

It is only since the fact has become known 


‘dn India that he had been discovered, and, so 


to speak, disciplined by the crown—that is 
the way the people in India look upon the 
matter—that the uneasiness among the 300,- 
000,000 natives of Hindustan has been al- 
layed, and that the native clergy have be- 
come reassured that no attempt is about to 
be made by the English government to com- 
pel the adoption of Christianity.
